I do  dot  rtfet  to  ministerial  impostors, 
there  are  few  of  these,1  and  I would  not  be 
understood  as  making  a wanton  attack  on  my 
brethren!.  Toe  world  will  never  know  what 
it  owes  t|o  the  Christian  ministry.  It  is  made 
up  of  as  noble  minded,  pure  hearted,  benev- 
olent, patriotic,  public-spirited;  manly  set  of 
men  as  ever  graced  the  earth,  Any  reflec- 
tion them  ast;  on  thtm,  ca.-ts  the  greater  re- 
proach on  hiin  that  makes  it, 

I spealc  of  the  possible  failures  of  good  men. 

It  is  not  enough  that  we  do  well,  we  should 
aim  to  do  the  best  »ossib!e  for  our  Father's 
kingdom.  We  need  nothing  more  I think, 
than  an  u:  f iltering  faith  in  the  leadership  of 
the  Spirit  in  establishing  pastorates.  Oue  of 
the  wisest  mein  in  our  State,  having  had  oc- 
casion to  ttavfel  over  most  of  our  territory, 
remarked  that  it  was  the  rule  that  pastors 
were  not  satisfied  with  their  churches,  nor 
the  eburbhes  with  their  pastors.  Think  of 
an  army  j in  which  the  soldiers  are  dissatisfied 
with  thetr  captains,  and  the  captains  have  no 
confidence  io  their  men.

Under  these  circumstances,  we  should  re- 
member that  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion we  agreed  to  pray  to  God  to  send  forth 
the  laborers.  Have  we  in  faith  looked  to  him 
as  we  should?
